You can use your RadioShack 18V 
Ni-Cd and Ni-MH Battery Charger to 
charge your RadioShack CB walkie- 
talkie if it uses 12 AA rechargeable 
Ni-Cd (nickel-cadmium) or Ni-MH 
(nickel-metal-hydrides) batteries or 
to charge your RadioShack remote- 
controlled car if it uses 12 AA re- 
chargeable Ni-Cd or Ni-MH batteries. 

CHARGING 

Input; 120 VAC 60 Hz 4.5W 
Output: 18VDC 120 mA (Ni-MH) 
18VDC 90 mA (Ni-Cd) 

Warning: Never try to recharge non- 
rechargeable batteries. If you do, 
they become very hot and could ex- 
plode. 

Follow these steps to charge Ni-Cd 
or Ni-MH batteries in your walkie- 
talkie or remote-controlled car. 

1 . If the walkie-talkie or the remote- 
controlled car is on, turn it off. 

2. Connect the battery charger’s 
barrel plug to your walkie-talkie’s 
or your car’s charging jack. 


3. Plug the battery charger into a 
standard AC outlet. 


4. To charge Ni-Cd batteries, set 
Ni-cd/Ni-MH to Ni-Cd SO the green 
LED charging indicator lights . 

To charge Ni-MH batteries, set 
Ni-Cd/Ni-MH tO Ni-MH SO the red 
LED charging indicator lights. 

5. Charge the batteries fully for 18 
hours for the first time. When the 
batteries are fully charged, the 
battery charger stops charging 
and the charging LED indicator 
turns off. 

Caution: It takes up to 14 hours 
to fully charge the batteries from 
the second time depending on 
your batteries power condition. 
Do not overcharge the Ni-Cd or 
Ni-MH batteries from the second 
time.
